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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1 and 3-8 are allowed. 

The closest prior art reference is Tagamolila (US 5,043,500). 

Regarding claim 1 , Tagamolila discloses a method for nozzle jetting of oxygen 
into a synthesis reactor, e.g. for oxi-dehydration (see Abstract), with mainly radial flow of 
the gas mixture through a catalyzer packing, where oxygen is added to a distributor 
system as a mixture of oxygen, effluent, and steam, and is then jetted on the catalyzer 
surface at an angle through several exit openings in the distributor system (see column 
6, line 24 through column 8, line 24). 

The prior art does not disclose or suggest a method wherein oxygen is jetted 
from the ring distributor system directly through several exit openings in the ring 
distributor system, wherein the oxygen and the gas mixture first begin mixing 
immediately preceding entry to the catalyzer packing, after the oxygen is jetted from the 
ring distributor system, and wherein the nozzle jetting of the oxygen is carried out from 
the cylindrical plane in the interior of the catalyzer bed in the direction towards the 
reactor wall. 

Claims 3-4 depend on claim 1 

Regarding claim 5, Tagamolila discloses a device for nozzle-jetting of oxygen 
into a synthesis reactor, e.g. for oxi-dehydration with mainly radial flow of the gas 
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mixture to a catalyzer packing, particularly for conducting a method as claimed in claim 
1 (see column 6, line 24 through column 8, line 24). 

The prior art reference do not disclose or suggest a device wherein the several 
pipes together form an inner cylindrical cal plane before the cylindrical inner surface of 
the cataylzer bed, whereby the exit openings are aligned to release the oxygen at an 
angle to the exit. 

Claims 6-8 depend on claim 5. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments, see Remarks, filed September 23, 2009, with respect to 
double patenting rejection of claims 1 and 4-8 have been fully considered and are 
persuasive. The double patenting rejection of claims 1 and 4-8 has been withdrawn.
